INTRODUCTION. 


'  The  "addressee  of  these  letters  was  a 
daughter  of  Richard  Otis  who  came  to  Do- 
ver, N.H.,  in  1655  and  his  third  wife, 
Grizet,  daughter  of  James  and  Margaret 
Warren  of  Berwick,  Maine?  She  was  born  in 
her  father's  garrison  house,  which  stood 
on  the  North  side  of  the  C<icheco  River,  in 
March  1689  and  was  baptized  as  Margaret, 
The  date  of  her  birth  Is  given  in  the  rec- 
ord of  her  mother's  second  marriage  at 
Montreal  as  15  March. 

In  the  attack  on  Dover  by  the  Indi-3jis 
on  28  June  1689  her  father  and  two  year 
old  sister  Hannah  were  killed  and  she, her 
mother,  and  three  half  sisters  were  taken 
captive.  The  sisters  were  recaptured  by  a 
rescue  party  in  what  is  now  Cctiway,  N.H. 
She  and  her  mother  were  taken  to  Ville 
Marie  in  Montreal,  where  her  mother  on  15 
October  1693  married  Philippe  Robitaille, 
by  whom  she  had  five  children  (Tanguay, 
Dicticnnaire  Genealugique,I  524,  VII  10). 

Margaret  was  rebaptized  Christine,  was 
brought  up  in  the  Ursuline  Convent,  and 
on  14  June  1707  became  the  second  wife  of 
Louis  Le  Beau,  by  whom  she  had  four  chil- 
dren, one  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  Le 
Beau  died  in  February  1713. 

Thomas  Baker,  born  at  Northampton, Mass. 
14  May  1688  (Savage,  Gen.  Diet,  of  N.E. 
p.  180)  , a  son  of  Lieut.  Timothy  Baker,  who 
had  served  in  Capt.  William  Turner's  com- 
pany in  the  Falls  Fight  18  May  1676, was  a 
soldier  in  the  garriscn  at  Deerf ield,Mass. 
on  the  fatal  night  of  29  February  1708/3 
and  was  taken  cartive  to  Canada,  whence  he 
tried  to  escape  the  following  sunmier,  but 
was  recaptured  and  the  Indians  were  going 
to  burn  him,  when  he  escaped  again  to  the 
house  of  a  Frenchman,  who  redeemed  him 
from  the  Indians  for  five  pounds.  He  was 
kept  in  prison  fix:  four  months,  after 


which  he  was  allowed  at  large,  and  in  May 
1705  he  with  three  others  escaped  through 
Verraont  and  reached  heme.  The  Boston  News 
Letter  of  11-18  June  1705  has  this  account: 
T^Boston.  Last  week  4  of  our  English 
Prisoners  at  Mount-Real,  viz.  Joseph 
Pettis,  Jc^in  Nimes,  Thomas  Baker  ^ 
Martin  Kelluck  all  of  West  Hampshire 
made  their  Escape  from  thence,  and 
came  in  to  Northamptcn,  being  26  days 
on  their  March,  who  were  so  put  to  it 
for  Provisiais  by  the  way,  that  they 
were  forced  to  eat  rattlesnakes." 
Another  account  says  that  once,  being  with- 
out food,  they  prayed  and  a  large  bird 
such  as  they  had  never  seen  before,  alit 
in  their  path,  which  they  seized  and  ate 
raw. 

March  S4  to  May  16,  1718,  he  c -inmanded 
a  patty  which  marched  from  Deerf ield,Mass. 
to  the  site  of  Plymcwth,  N.H. , surprising 
and  defeating  a  band  of  Indians  there, 
Capt.  Baker  getting  the  regalia  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Pequawkets.  (Mass.  Province 
Laws, IX  pp.837,  843). 

After  the  Peace  of  Utrecht  he  escorted 
Col.  John  Stoddard  and  Rev.  Jcto  Williams, 
Coramissicaiers  from  Massachusetts  to  repat- 
riate the  captives  under  the  Treaty,  Mar- 
tin Kellogg,  his  ccrapaniai  in  the  escape, 
going  as  interpreter.  They  arrived  in 
Montreal  9  February  1713/4,  and  a  few  days 
latet  called  en  Gov.  De  Vaudreuil  in  Que- 
bec. Col.  Stoddard's  acccaant  of  the  mis- 
sion is  in  vol  V,  N.E.  Hist,  and  Gen.  Reg. 
pp. 81-41,  and  sets  forth  theduplicity, 
evasicns  and  brcken  promises  of  the  French 
officials  and  priests,  which  are  fully  com- 
parable to  those  ^  the  Reds  in  the  Korean 
Truce  negotiations. 

Mme.  Le  Beau's  name  first  appears  in 
this  account  on  17  June,  when  the  CcEimis- 
si oners  learned  that  the  Lord  Intendant 
had  sold  her  deceased  husband's  property^ 


putting  the  proceeds  in  charge  of  a  keeper 
and  refusing  to  pay  it  to  her  on  the  ground 
"that  he  had  orders  from  the  King  that  if 
any  persons  were  reso  utely  set  to  leave 
the  country,  he  shoild  keep  their  money 
from  them,"  On  learning  that  the  master  of 
a  barque  had  been  forbidden  to  carry  her 
goods  to  Quebec,  they  appealed  to  De  Vau- 
dreuil,  whv.'  said  "that  any  should  have 
liberty  but  Madam  Le  Beau..."  "The  Gov- 
ernor had  formerly  given  liberty  to  us  to 
take  that  woman  in  particular .The  Gover- 
nor would  neither  consent  to  her  going 
home, nor  to  her  going  to  Quebec,  but  pro- 
mised by  the  faith  of  a  gentleman,  that 
he  would  obtain  the  liberty  of  the  Court 
of  France  for  her  return...",  and  two 
days  later  promised  "  that  if  he  could  not 
obtain  liberty  of  the  Court  of  France  for 
her  return,  he  would  cause  her  to  be  sent 
home  privately." 

The  next  mcnth  was  spent  in  urging s  of 
the  Coraraissioners  and  obstructions  of  the 
officials  and  priests.    Finally  Capt.  Ba- 
ker, who  on  4  April  had  been  sent  to  Bos- 
ton to  report  to  Governor  Joseph  Dudley, 
arrived  at  Quebec  on  83  July, followed  on 
2  August  by  a  brigantine  to  carry  home  the 
prisoners.  The  new  Governor  of  Mcaitreal, 
Claude  De  Ramezay,  also  arrived  and  al^ 
lowed  her  to  go  to  Quebec,  much  to  the 
wrath  of  the  Intendant  and  of  De  Y^u- 
dreuil,  who  again  T>roroised  that  if  she 
would  return  to  Maitreal,  he  would  send 
her  by  land.  "We  insisted  en  her  going  by 
sea,  but  he  manifested  great  unwilling- 
ness, being  afraid  of  the  Lord  Intendant, 
and  the  Bishop,  frau  whom  he  had  lately 
received  divers  letters  ccncerning  Madam 
Le  Beau, 

Apparently  she  was  on  the  English  ves- 
sel at  this  time,  and  his  promise  to  send 
her  home  by  land  was  only  a  trick  to  get 
her  back  into  French  control.  There  is  a 


story  that  she  and  Capt.  Baker  paddled  in 
a  canoe  from  Montreal  to  Quebec,  which,  if 
true  may  explain  her  not  taking  her  chil- 
dren with  her.  Finally  on  17  August  Vau- 
dreuil  said  "  Madam  Le  Beap  might  return 
by  sea,  but  should  not  take  either  of  her 
children  with  her",  and  on  the  80th  told 
Col,  Stoddard  "that  Madam  Le  Beau's  child 
should  be  taken  from  her  and  put  among  the 
Ursulines." 

On  84  August  the  ship  sailed  for  Boston 
with  86  "redeemed  captives"  including  Mme, 
Le  Beau.  Unless  she  and  Capt.  Baker  became 
acquainted  during  his  captivity  in  1703-5 
(of  which  there  is  a  stcry  I  have  been  un- 
able to  verify) ,  theirs  must  have  been  a 
whirlwind  cairtship,  fat  she  is  not  men- 
ticaied  before  his  trip  to  Boston  on  April 
4,  and  cnly  about  three  weekselapsed  be- 
tween his  return  and  her  abandoalng  Mont- 
real, her  children  and  her  property. 

Our  next  notices  of  her  are  in  the  rec- 
ords of  Northamptcn,  Mass: 

"Dec.  9,  1714,  Then  granted  to  Margaret 
Otis,  alias  Le  bue,  one  that  was  a  Prison- 
er att  Canada  and  Lately  come  from  thence, 
forty  acres  of  upland  in  Brodtfield  and 
twenty  acres  of  meadow:  Provided  she  re- 
turns not  again  to  live  at  Canada,  but  tar- 
rys  in  this  Province  or  territory,  and 
marrys  to  Capt.  Thomas  Baker..." 

May  80,  1715.  Granted  to  Mrs.  Margaret 
Baker  TS    unto  Mr.  Thomas  Baker  40  acres.." 

These  fix  her  marriage  between  these 
dates  and  show  that,  for  a  time  at  least, 
she  resumed  her  old  name.  Later  she  used 
Christine  and  its  Anglicized  form  Chris- 
tian. 

When  Broc^field  was  incorporated,  Capt. 
Baker  was  moderator  of  aae  of  its  first 
town  meetings  and  its  first  representative 
to  the  General  Ccurt^  1719-80. In  1788, 
being  sent  an  a  seccnd  misslcn  to  Canada, 
he  persuaded  the  General  Court  to  autho- 


rize  his  wife  to  accompany  It,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Province  to  try  to  recover 
her  children. (Ma ss.Prov. Laws ,X  ,152,449). 

In  1731  the  Bakers  sold  their  real  es- 
tate to  a  sharper  who  failed  before  pay- 
ing the  purchase  price,  and  being  in  much 
reduced  circumstances,  moved  to  Mendon.  In 
1754  the  General  Court  gave  Mrs.  Baker  500 
acres  of  land,  which  Cd.  Pepperell,  as 
trustee  was  to  sell  fisr  her  benefit.  V/ith 
the  proceeds  she  opened  an  Inn  at  Dover, 
where  the  Rcyal  Governors  often  stopped. 
Capt.  Baker  after  a  lotig  illness  died  in 
1753,  she  in  1773,  as  appears  by  the  fol- 
lowing notice  in  the  Bostcn  Evening  Post 
of  15  March.  Dr.  Jeremy  Belknap,  her  next 
door  neighbor,  conducted  her  funeral. 

»«DIED  At  Dover,  Mrs.  Christina  Baker. 
She  was  born  there  in  March  1688/9,  and 
when  the  Town  was  taken  and  destroyed  by 
the  Indians  in  June  following,  she  was 
carried  captive  with  her  mother  to  Canada, 
and  there  brought  up  in  the  Romish  Faith, 
married  and  had  several  children;  but  up- 
on her  husband's  death  a  strong  desire  led 
her  to  return  to  the  Land  of  hei*  Nativity 
upon  an  exchange  of  prisoners  in  1714. Af- 
ter her  Return  she  married  Capt.  Thomas  Ba- 
ker, then  of  North  Hamptoi,  where  she  re- 
nounced the  Errors  of  the  Romish  Religion, 
and  j  cined  with  the  Church  under  the  Care 
of  Rev'dMr.  Sol  anon  Stoddard.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  recover  her  by  Mens.  Sigour- 
net,  a  Romish  Priest,  who  sent  a  l^ng  and 
af f ecticnateLetter  to  her  fran  Canada, 
which  being  laid  before  the  late  Governor 
Burnet,  His  Excellency  wrote  a  solid  and 
judicious  ccnfutaticn  of  the  Erroneous 
Principles  therein  advanced.  Both  the 
Letter  and  Answer  were  printed  in  Boston. 
The  number  of  her  Posterity  of  three  Gen- 
eraticxis  is  72,  of  whom  57  are  now  living

From  this  argument  I  conclude,  and  you  ought  to 
conclude  with  me  my  dear  Chrijtina  that  the  real  fa- 
^fice  of  fome  yi<EUm  is  effential  to  Religion,  and 
this  is  h  true,  that  the  firft  Idolaters  and  Pagans  fee- 
ing that  the  Jews  ^<^fed  fleflily"offerings  to  the 
true  and  holy  God,"according  to  the  Commandment 
ciyen  by  the  Lord  to  A&fes  on  2^nt  Sinaiy  fince  this 
blind  People  following  the  example  erf  the  Iliraelites 
did  build  Temples,  where  they  offered  living  Crea- 
ttires  to  their  falfe  Gods,  and  it  is  what  the  Cbinefe 
and  Japanefe  do  to  this  day,  who  offer  to  them  re^ 
tonable  Creatures,  as  do  alfo  AJricam  in  fonie 
places  of  that  third  part  of  the  Old  World,  and  in 
Aaferica^Wbtnct  I  conclude  thzt  there  is  no  Religion 
t\th^r  in  did  or  NeW'En^l^md^  nor  in  Holland^  not.. 
in  part  ot  Uermany,  nor  at  Geneva,  nor  in  the  Sivifs 
Cantons  that  follow  Zuinglm,  becaufe  in  all  thoig 
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place^  there  Is  neither  Sacrifice  gor  Saaificef^  tbooA 
they  Know  as  wc  do,  the  true  Ood,  and  Eecaufe  by 
a  moft  deplorable  blindnels  thev  have  baniihed  from 
amongd  them  the  PrieAhood  ot  Jefiis  Qirift. 

Reflect  lerioully  my  dtztCbriftsM/m  thofe  Fan* 
damental  Truths^d  know  that  the  Cadwlick^ur^ 
is  the  only  myftical  Ark  of  Noab.  in  which  Salvati-^ 
on  is  found.  All  thofe  who  are  gone  out  of  it.  ank 
wDl  not  return  into  it,  will  unhappily  periih,  not  in 
the  deluge  of  Waters,  but  in  the  Eternal  Flames  of 
the  laft  Judgment.  Let  me  my  dear  Cbriftind  by  to 
you^  what  St.  Taul  faid  to  the  Galatians,  Who  ba$ 
Jo  fur  be^itchei  and  blinded  vouy  as  to  make  yon 
leave  the  Light  and  the  Truth  to  carry  youamongft 
the  Englifi,  where  there  is  nothing  but  Darkneft 
and  Irreligion,  Schlfms,  Divifions  and  Confufions^and 
confequently  where  the  CatholickGiurch  is  not  ?  She 
who  is  the  only  Spoufe  of  Jefus  Chrift,  a  Qiurch  of 
Peace  and  Unity.  In  a  word,  aH  thofe  pretended 
Giurches  fpread  over  England,  Holland,  Switzerland, 
and  part  of  Germany ^tc  a  very  tower  of  Sabely^h&XQ 
they  neither  underftand  nor  agree  with  one  another; 
without  Head,  without  Qiarity,  without  Faith,  with- 
out  Sacrifices,  and  cqnfequently  without  Religfon  ; 
A  l  ower  01  wnicn  deitroys  it  fell,  and  which 
fliall  be  thrown  down  into  the  Abyfs  at  the  terrible 
Day  of  the  laft  comir^  of  Jefus  Chrift,  the  Supream 
Juage  of  the  living  and  the  dead. 

Consider  within  your  felf,  my  dear  Cbriftind, 
poor  ftray  %eep,  and  following  the  Example  of  the 
Prodigal  Son,  come  back  to  your  Heavenly  Father  : 
Humble  your  felf  before  him  as  Acbab  did  ;  ^wa 
your  felf  guilty,  as  certainly  you  are,  to  have  Apofta- 
tized  and  forfaken  the  Lord,  the  only  Spring  of  the 
healing  Waters  of  Grace,  to  run  after  privateCifterns, 
which  cannot  give  them  to  you,  Cnce  they  have 
them  not.having  only  the  muddy  waters  of  the  Kih 


€>{  unbelieving  and  thafe  of  the  Euphrates  of 

infamous  2iaLykn.    Look  once  more  within  your 
leJfi  my  dear  Chripna,  as  the  Prodigal  Son  in  the 
Gofpel;  hearken  to  the  flings  of  your  Confcience/or 
it  is  impoifible  but  you  muii  feel  tliem  reproaching 
•your  Apoftacy  :   Read  with  attention  the  two  Let- 
ters I  fend  you  concerning  the  happy  and  Chriftian 
Death  of  your  Daughter  ;  above  all,  weigh  w  ith  care 
the  particular  Circumftances  by  ^^  hich  (he  owns  her 
fclf  infinitely  indebted  to  the  Mercy  of  God^and  the 
watchfulnefs  of  her  CJrand-mother,  for  having  with- 
Hood  her  Voyage  to  Neiv-E?iglapul,  and  not  luffered 
litr  to  follow  you  thither.   Confider  with  what  Re- 
ligion and  inward  Peace  fhe  received  all  her  Sacra- 
ments, and  with  what  tranquility  Oie  Died  in  the 
Bofbm  of  the  Church.   I  had  been  her  Confeflor  and 
Director  for  many  Years  bef  jre  her  Marriage,,  and 
before  her  going  down  to  ^eber,  where  fhe  lived 
with  her  Husband  peaceably,  and  to  the  Edification 
of  an  theTown.   Oh  1  happy Death,my  dearC^r//?/;;.f , 
would  you  like  her.  Die  as  Predeftinated ;  come  in 
all  hade,  and  abjure  your  Apoftacy,  and  live  as  a  true 
Chriftian  and  Catholick ;  elfe  fear  and  be  perfwaded, 
that  your  Death  will  be  unhappy,  and  attended  with 
madnefs  and  defpair,  as  that  of  Calvin  was ;  whofe 
Errors  are  followed  in  Ne^iv-Evgland  ;  and  who  be- 
wail'd  at  his  Death,  and  ading  like  an  agitated  Fury- 
dcteftcd  the  fatal  moment  in  which  he  had  feparate  j 
himfelf  from  the  Roman  Catholick  Church,  and  thofe 
felfe  and  calumnious  Writings  he  had  publiflied  a- 
gainft  her.  Luther  his  Predeceflbr  did  not  make  a 
much  happier  end,  he  dying  fuddenly  at  the  end  of 
iplemiful  Supper,  which  hfted  'till  Ten  or  Eleven  at 
Kight,at  whkhSuppcr  were  prefent  his  threeChildren, 
inSCatbarine  dc  zfore his  Wife,  who  had  been  a  Nun, 
Yai  nfiadc  her  three  Vows  of  Poverty,  Chaftity  and 
Obedience ;  a  Woman  of  Condition,  and  whom  he 
Itad  taken  out  of  a  Monallery  to  make  his  Wife,ancl 
had  tKe  impudence  ptiblickly  to  many  after  the 
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Death  of  the  Duke  and  Elector  'of  Saxony, 
his  Protedor  :  for  he  would  not  have  dar'd  to 
accompliih  that  Sacrilegious  Marriage  whilll  that 
Prince  was  living,  who  tho'  a  Luthernn,  abhc^rred 
Marriages  contradted  between  Perfons  who  before 
God  and  the  Church  had  made  Vows  of  Qiaflity, 
which  J^uther  had  done  in  his  Convent,  and  Cafha^ 
rine  de  Sore  in  hrrs:  But  after  the  Death  of  that  E- 
iedor,  Luther  pull'd  off  the  Mask,  and  publickly 
married  her  for  all  that  he  was  a  Prieft  and  a  Monk> 
and  Catharine  de  Sore  a  Nuim* 

HENRT  the  Eighth  King  o{  Engtarii  was  the  firft 
that  made  a  Sghifm  with  the  Roman  Church,  not  be- 
ing willing  to  own  her  for  his  Mother^  as  he  and 
all  his  Predeceflbrs  had  done  very  religioufly  before* 
He  left  the  Roman  Church  that  he  might  put  away 
his  lawful  Wife  Catharine  of  Arragon^  a  Princels 
of  eminent  Vertue,  and  Aunt  to  the  Emperor  Charles 
the  Fifth,  and  marry  Ann  Sokyn,  whom  fome  Eng- 
lilh  Hiftorians  believe  to  have  beehhisDaughter,be- 
got  by  him  on  the  Lady  Sok^n,  in  the  abfence  of 
Sir  7%omas  Sokyn,  whom  he  had  fent  to  Prance  as 
Ambafladpur  to  Francis  the  firft.  The  fame  Henry 
the  %th,  four  Years  after  this  Scandalous  Marridge> 
caufed  the  fame  Ann  Soleyn  to  ht  beheaded,  having 
difcovered  her  unfaithfulncfs  and  her  intreagues  with 
fome  Gallants  whidi  Ihe  had.  This  Schifmatical 
Prince  feeling  himfelf  near  his  end  was  dcfirous  of* 
confefHng  himfelf,  and  notwithlianding  he  was  a 
Schifinatick,  he  had  not  renounced  thole  two  Sacra- 
ments of  the  Catholick  Church,  inftituted  like  the 
other  five  by  Jefus  Chrift.  The  Biihops  and  Prictfs 
who  were  tnen  in  ZonJ0/f,hidthemfelves^  atid  would 
not  receive  (lis  con^efHon,  as  much  in  regard  to  thd 
great  Scandal  he  by  his  Schifin  had  given  to  thd 
Chyrch,  as  on  account  of  the  unheard  of  Cruelties 
which  he  had  committed  againft  the  Moiiks,  and  fome 
i^eople  diftit^fuiihed  by  their  Charadcrs^  as  Thomai 
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M>re,  Oiafticellor  of  England,  and  John  Fifier  a 
Bifhop  who  had  refufed  to  Siibfcribe  to  his  pretendecf 
and  impious  Primacy  of  xh^  EngUfo  Church  ;  and 
for  having  befides  plundered  and  riffled  all  the  Goods 
even  to  the  holy  VefTels  out  of  the  Churches  of  the 
chief  and  richeft  Abbeys  of  his  Kingdom.  One  of 
thofe  Bifhops  however  confeffed  him,  laying  }mn  un- 
der an  Obligation  to  build  an  Hofpital,  thereby  in 
fome  meafure  to  redrefs  the  exceflive  wrongs  he  had 
done  to  the  Churches  ;  which  Hofpital  to  fpeafc 
iuftly,  was  nothing  however  in  comparifon  with  the 
Kapines  and  Extortions  he  had  committed.  He  re- 
ceived the  Communion  alfo,  and  as  the  confecrated 
Hoft  was  offered  to  him,  he  -would  come  out  of  his 
Bed  and  fall  down  before  it :  A  token  that  this  unfor- 
tunate Prince  had  kept  the  Faith  towards  that  divine 
Sacrament,  and  towards  the  other  Six,  on  which  he 
had  writ  a  Treatife  againft  Luther,  who  had  writ  to 
him  a  wheedling  Letter  to  bring  him  into  his  Party, 
which  the  King  would  not  hearken  to,but  treated  Lu- 
ther as  an  Herefiark.  And  we  read  in  Hiftory  that 
one  of  King  Henry  the  %ths.  Predeceflbrs,  on  his  be- 
ing to  give  Battle  to  one  of  our  Kings  of  France,  or- 
dered that  on  the  Morning  of  the  Day  of  Battle,  all 
the  Soldiers  fhould  as  well  as  himfelf,  partake  of  the 
adorable  Body  of  Tefus  Chrift,  at  the  Maffes  which 
the  Chaplains  of  the  Army  were  to  officiate  in,every 
one  in  his  own  quarters.  Why  then  do  the  BngUJb 
at  this  time  no  longer  acknowledge  the  truth  and 
reality  of  the  Prefence  of  Tefus  Chrift  in  that  awful 
Sacrament  ?  The  fame  Hiltory  tells  us  that  the  Eng- 
lip  of  former  times  built  magnificent  Churches  in 
fome  of  our  Provinces,  which  then  were  in  their 
Poffeflion,  and  in  which  Churches  Mafs  was  faid,and 
Tefus  Chrift  offered  to  his  Eternal  Father.  Why  then 
do  the  EngUjfJ  at  this  time"  not  make  profeffion  of 
the  fame  Religion  with  their  Anceftors,  who  were 
thoroughly  Roman  CathoUcks  ?  Was  not  Zuinglius 
the  chief  of  the  Sacramentarians  kHled  at  the  Head 
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if  the  Army  he  led  againft  the  Catholick  Switzftr^ 
whom  he  would  by  force  oblige  to  embrace  his  Sed: 
and  his  Errors  ?  Have  ever  the  Apoftles,  or  any 
other  Labourers  in  the  Gofpel,  whereof  the  Pro- 
teftant  Minifters  pretend  (but  without  reafon)  to  be 
the  Succeflbrs,  been  feen  to  march  at  the  Head  of 
Armies  with  Swords  in  their  Hands,  and  Cannon 
pointed  to  inforce  the  Gofpel  ?  I  leave  it  to  your 
Minifters  to  judge  of  fo  extraordinary  a  Proceeding. 

But  let  us  return  to  you  (poor  ftray  SKeep^ 
think  ferioufly  on  Death,  which  may  be  nearer  to 
you  than  you  think  of  What  will  you  in  that  mo- 
ment fay  for  your  felf  to  Jefus  Chrift  to  juftify  your 
Apoftacy,  when  he  fliall  come  to  judge  and  decide  of 
your  fate  to  allEternity  ?  Rather  in  what  Sorrow  and 
Defpair  will  you  not  be  when  you  find  that  you  have 
nothing  folid  to  alledge  to  him  to  excufe  yourCoward- 
lydefertion  ?  Perhaps  like  the  unfovtumtc  u4nnoc bus 
you'l  own  that  you  were  in  the  wrong  in  f^rfakingHim 
and  his  Catholick  Church  his  only  Spoufe,  promifing 
that  if  he  grants  you  Health  again,  youl '  repair  the 
Scandal  that  you  have  given  by  your  Apoftacy.  But 
do  you  know  my  dear  C/mftina  what  will  happen  to 
you  ;  the  fame  (poor  Lamb}  that  happened  to  that 
unfortunate  Prince  to  whom  the  Lord  fhew'd  no 
mercy,  and  whom  he  left  to  his  Juftice,  becaufe  he 
had  firft  forfaken  him  ;  and  that  when  in  Health  and 
able  to  Convert  himfelf  he  had  flighted  the  lord, 
and  trod  under  loot  the"  Warnings  which  godly  Peo- 
ple had  given  him  from  God.  Do  not  then.  Dear 
Cbriftina,  faith  the  Lord  by  his  Prophets,  defer  any 
longer,  and  do  not  delay  your  Repentance  till  the 
hour  of  Death,  but  work  it  out  now,  as  faith  Sr. 
^aul,  whilft  you  have  time :  Harden  not  your  hearty 
as  faith  the  Kingly  Prophet,  but  hearken  to  the  Lord 
who  (beaks  to  you  by  our  means.  Your  Soul,  my 
dear  (JMftlna,  like  that  of  the  Prodigal  Son,  dies 
with  hunger  in  the  ftrange  Land  whither  you  are 
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gone  :  I  call  flrangje  Land  that  which  is  out  of  tht 
Catholick  Church  our  true  Mother,  who  abundant^ 
ly  te4  you  with  her  Milk  and  with  her  Honey.  You 
have  where  you  are,  no  body  that  can  abfolve  you 
of  your  $ins>  and  give  you  that  Grace  again,  which 
tTiey  have  macfe  you  loble.  You  hear  no  longer  the 
whol efome  &  true  Word  of  God,  having  in  that  ftrange 
Land  no  Preachers  who  have  received  their  Miflioq 
from  Tefus  Chrift  or  his  Apoftles,  nor  Bifhops  their 
Succeuors,  to  declare  to  you  that  Divine  Word,  and 
to  inftruA  you  in  the  Fundamental  Points  of  Faith 
and  Principles  of  the  Gofpel,  and  in  the  pradice  of 
Vertues,  fuch  as  Humility,  Chriftian  Charity,  Con- 
tempt of  the  World  and  all  its  Vanities,  Chaftity, 
Prayer,  Fafting,  Repentance,  Mortification,SufFerings, 
love  of  the  Crofs,  longings  after  Eternal  Bleffings, 
and  other  Principles  taught  in  the  Catholick  Church, 
a  Language  unknown  to  the  Proteflants,  and  to  your 
fine  Reformers,  let  us  fay  rather  the  true  Deftroyers 
of  all  thofe  holy  Practices.  Who  has  fent  thefe 
worthy  Reformers  ?  Is  it  Jefus  Chrift  ?  Has  he  fpo* 
ken  to  Luther,  to  Calvin,  to  ZuingUuSy  or  to  the  o- 
ther  Schifmaticks,  who  have  withdrawn  themfelves 
from  the  Catholick  Church  to  fet  up  for  themfelves, 
as  he  fpoke  to  St.  'Peter,  I'hou  art  'Peter,  and  ou  this 
Rork  I  'Tvill  build  my  Church  ?  Did  he  fay  to  them 
as  he  fa  id  to  the  fame  St.  ^eter,  and  to  the  Apoftles, 
Go  preach  my  Gofptl  to  all  the  ucorld  ;  ixhatfoevet 
firs  yo:i  remit  on  the  earth  ivill  be  remitted  andpardon^ 
cd  in  Heaven,  and  ivhatfoever  fins  you  fiall  bind  pall 
he  bowid  in  Henvcn  ?-  Your  Minifters  dare  not  fay 
that  Jefus  Chrift  has  fent  them,  or  Luther,  ox  Calvin^ 
or  Zuinglius,  in  fuch  a  manner,  they  never  durft  fay 
it.  Now  none  (faith  St.  "Pauh  Kom.  Chap.  lo.)  ought 
to  intrude  into  the  Gofpel  Miniftry  ^without  an  authen* 
tick  MjTwn.  Let  us  add,  dear  Cbrifiina,  that  the 
ftrange  Land  in  which  you  are,  doth  not  afford  you 
t|c  TalcalJ^mb,  the  true  heavenly  Manna,  the  Bread 
oT  Angels  i  I  mean  Jefus  Chrift  contain'd  really  with- 
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in  the  holy  Euchari(V,  which  is  only  to  be  found  m 
the, Cyholick  Church:  lo  that  you  are  in  that  place 
like  the  trodigal  bon7  reduced  to  feed  on  iipproper 
and  infipid  tood,  which  cannot  give  you  life  ;  after 
having  fed  here  on  the  moft  exquifite,  moftfavoury, 
;ind  moft  delicious  food  of  Heaven  :  I  mean  the  a- 
dorable*Body  and  precious  Blood  of  Jefus  Chrift  at 
the  holy  Sacrament  of  the  Altar,  as  faith  the  Prophet 
jferemy  in  his  Lamentations,  Cba^,  4.  uer.  5. 

Once  more,  dear  Christina ^  return  to  this  Land 
where  you  have  received  A^our  Baptifm,  and  which  I 
may  lay  has  ^iven  you  Life  Jince  tte  there  you  have 
Ijigen  Regenerated  with  VVater^nd  j.he  Holy_Ghoit, 
and  have  received  the  Grace  of  Adoption,  and  eaten 
the  Bread  of  Angels  and  Children  of  God.  Prevail 
with  your  Husband  to  refolve  on  the  fame  undertake 
ing ;  the  Holy  Church  our  good  Mother  will  on  j;our 
abjuring  your  Errors,  receive  you  with  open  Arms^ 
as. well  as- Mr.  jR(?^/r^/7  and  his  Wife  your  Mother; 
You  fhall  not  want  Bread  here,  and  if  your  Husband 
will  have  Land  we  fliall  find  him  fome  in  the  Ifland 
of  Mounrealy  but  if  he  doth  not  defire  any,  and  has  \ 
Trade,  he  fhall  not  want  for  Work,  but  what  is  mofl 
eflfential  is  that  you  fhall  be  here  both  of  you  ena^_ 
bled  to  work  out  your  balvationr  which  you  can  not 
do  ybere  vou  ar^j  linc6  rhere  you  are  not  in  the 
Myftical  Ark  of  the  true  "t^oah^  which  is  the  Catho- 
lick  Church,  the  Sole  Spoufe  of  Jefus  Chrifl,in  which 
your  Daughter  was  Bred,  and  in  which  She  died. 

JIead  dear  Chrifiina  again  and  again,  that  Letter 
with  the  attention  it  deierves,  fince  your  Lternal 
Happinefs  or  Mifery  is  at  flake,  fliew  it  to_your^Mi::^ 
nifters  if  you  think  it  proper,  or^to  whom  elle  you 
"pieale,  and  if  they  will  anfwer  me,  let  them  do  it 
in  Latin  or  Greek,  if  they  cannot  conveniently  write 
m  French,  I  fhall  reply  in  Latin  or  Greek,  for  I  can- 
not fpeakthe  En^Ufi-wi  the  iOutcb  tongue  i  and  I 


^pe  with  the  grace  of  Cod,  and  the  affiftance  of  the 
Holy  Ghoft  who  is  tne  Spirit  of  truth,  I  fliall  evi- 
dently ftew  them  that  they  are  in  an  error,  and  thaf 
they  ^entertain  therein  the  people  that  hear  them. 
Tell  them  from  me,  to  refute  if  they  can  the  Princi- 
ples which  I  have  fet  forth  in  this  Letter  concerning 
the  unity  of  one  only  true  Qiurch,  founded  by  St. 
*Peter  and  the  other  Apoftles,  and  tranCnitted  byth« 
Siihop^  their  Succeflbrs,  to  whom  Jefus  Chrift  has 
committed  the  keeping  of  the  Faith,  and  the  diredi- 
on  of  that  fame  only  Spoufe  of  Jefus  Chrift  till  now, 
and  will  continue  fo  to  do  without  any  interruption, 
as  the  Scripture  ^eftifies  in  St.  Matthew y  and  in  the 
ji6ls  of  the  Apoftles,  to  the  end  of  the  World.  De- 
jCre  them  from  me  to  keep  to  that  point,  and  to 
anlwer  me  with  folidity,  which  they  cannot,^,  to 
the  rrincipies  1  have  taid^down  m  this  letter  ;  for 
it  would  be  endlefs  to  go  over  ^very  Article  where- 
in we  differ  from  one  another  ;  whicn  as  it  draws  to 
no  conclufion,  ferves  only  to  maintain  the  Difpute :  and 
it  is  what  thofe  who  find  themfelves  in  an  error 
choofe  to  do.

And  let  themfhew 
me  that  the  fame  Jefus  Chrift  vfent  Luther  fix  Cahiff, 
or  Zuinglius  to  eftablifh  that  fame  only  Chufdi,  as 
he  lent  St.  \Peter  and  the  other  Apoftles  to  preach 
his  Gofpel,  and  to  found  that  one  Church.  "Tis 
vrfiat  they  can  never  do.  who  have  framed  many 
Churches,  all  differing  the  one  from  the  other ;  and 
it  is.what  evidently  proves  that  they  err  :  and  that 
thofe  that  follow  them  are  maintained  in  an  Error : 
All  their  pretended  Churches  being  no  other  than  z 
Tower  of  Sabel,  which  by  its  confufion  and  multi- 
plicity deftroys  it  felf. 

YiEtD  dear  Chriftina,  to  thofe  Truths  which  are 
dearer  than  the  Sua  at  Noon-day,  and  return  to  the 
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Catholick  Churchy  the  fole  Church  and  Spoufe  of  }e«

OAm  very  fenfible  of  the  Difadvantage  I 
lie  under,  in  not  being  able  to  addrefs  my 
felf  to  you  under  as  endearing  a  Title  as 
that  which       Seguemt  takes  to  himfelf. 
But  I  don't, doubt  but  your  goodfenfe  will 
putyou  on  your  guard  againftfuchflattering  expreffionsj 
which  are  commonly  made  ufe  of  for  want  of  good 
Arguments.    And  fJnce  you  have  been  pleafed  to 
Communicate  Mr.  Seguenofs  Letter  to  a  certain  Per- 
fon,  according  to  the  general  Liberty,  which  Mr. 
Seguemt  gave  you  to  do  to  any  body  ;  I  will  endea- 
vour to  execute  what  he  defies  us  to  do,  with  that 
iiir  of  fufRciency,  that  i<,  to  deftroy  the  ^rmiples 
nnhkb  he  has  advanced  in  that  Letter,  But  of  which 
he  makes  an  artificial,  and  diftinguifhed  recital,  to- 
wards the  end  of  his  Letter ;  where  he  would  make 
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you  believe  that  it  was  enough  for  him  to  prove,  fh^. 
unity  of  on^^  only  Church  efiabliped  by  St.  JPcter,  ani 
the  other  jipftl?i,  nnd  tranjmitted  by  theif  Succejfors 
the  'Bijhups^  to  -irhom  jfcfus  Chrifi  has  committed  the 
care  of  the  Faith  am  guidance  of  that  fame  only 
Church  of  his  to  our  days,  and  even  to  the  end  of  Ages, 
Though  w^j  fhould  grant  him  all  this,  he  would  nill 
have  it  reinain  to  be  proved,  that  this  only  Church 
is  the  Roman,  and  that  the  Pope  alone  has  all  the 
power  of  St.  'Peter  and  all  the  Apoftles.  For  with- 
out this  be  proved  ;  the  Greek  Church  may  haVe 
been  that  only  Church,  fince  it  is  certain  tliat  it  re^ 
ceived  the  l  aith  from  the  Apofl:les  themfelves,  and 
particularly  from  St.  John :  and  if  they  are  a  true 
Church  it  will  follow  neceflarily  from  Mr.  Seguenvt's 
realbning,  that  the  Romilh  Church  is  not  fo,  fmce 
according  to  him,  there  can  be  but  one  fuch. 

You  fee  by  this  that  his  defying  the  Proteftatits 
prove  that  ]efus  Chrift  fent  Luther,  ot  Cahin,  or 
ZuingUus  is  very  ill  grounded;  lince  he  himfelf  has 
not  proved  thAt  Jefus  Chrift  fent  the  Pope,  nor  that 
the  Pope  is  Succelfor  of  St.  "Teter,  nor  even  that  St. 
^eter  was  ever  at  Rome,  which  is  a  very  uncertain 
fad  ,*  and  of  which  the  Papifts  have  no  better  proof 
than  in  thefe  words  of  the  i  Epiftle  of  St.  Peter  V. 
13.  "the  Church  *:vhich  is  at  Babylon  faluteth  you. 
According  to  the  opinion  of  Rebera  a  famous  Jeujitc 
in  his  Commentary  upon  the  Revelation.  But  this 
proof  if  it  is  well  grounded  ought  at  the  fame  time 
to  make  the  Papiils  blurti,  fince  they  will  be  obliged 
to  confefs  that  this  very  Rome  is  the  Babylon  in  the 
Revelation  XVII.  5.  Mother  of  Harlots  and  Ahm^ 
nations  of  ;he  Earth, 

I  might,  Mldam^  content  my  felf  with  thefe  rfior^ 
temarks  to  let  you  fee  that  Mr.  Scguenot  has  proved 
nothing,  of  what  he  Ihould  hw  done^  irt  th^t  very 
ihlace  of  his  Letter*  \vhere  he  feems  refolvecl  t#  ftiuf- 


ter  up  all  his  ibength  to  over-power  us.  But  be- 
caufe  he  has  fcattcred  feveral  things  up  and  down  in 
his  Letter  which  migte  ftartle  you,  I  will  take  the 
pains  to  go  through  it  from  one  end  to  the  ether,  to 
make  you  teel  the  weaknefi  and  faife  reafonings  of 
of  it. 

He  takes  a  great  deal  of  pains  to  prove  that  the 
Church  is  the  only  Spoufe  ot  Chrift.   But  it  remains 
always  to  be  fhewn  what  is  that  true  thurchaf^aii^ 
^aich  the  Gates  of  Hell  (baU  mt  prevatL 

For  my  part,  I  lay,  that  this  Church  contains  all 
^e  Faithtuf  of  all  Ages  difperfed  all  over  the  Worldll 
As  !>t.  tfff^  iaySjAdt.  X.35.  In  every  nation  he  that 
feareth  himy  and  *worketh  righteoufnefs  is  accepted 
Hxith  him, 

Neither  is  it  neceffary,  that  this  unity  of  the 
Church  fhould  be  vifible.  The  paiFage  of  St.  ^Paul 
which  he  cites  juftifies  my  Opinion,  Eph.  iv.  4,  5, 
Where  St.  'Paul  fays  according  to  Mr.  Seguenofs  cita- 
tion fomewhat  different  from  our  Bibles,  7'here  is 
hUt  one  God,  one  Jejus  Chrift,  om  Faith,  one  Saptifm^ 
one  only  Body,  ijohtch  is  the  Church,  one  only  Spirit 
which  conducts  and  animates  it. 

Ik  this  Spirit  conduffts  it,  the  Church  has  no  need 
of  a  viiible  Head  on  Earth.  The  fame  Apollle  fpeak- 
ing  of  the  Members  of  the  true  Church,  in  his  2d  E- 
piftle  to  Timothy  II.  19.  fay 5,  Neverthekfs  the  foun* 
dation  of  God  ftameth  fure,  having  this  feal,  the  Lord 
ktmveth  them  that  are  his.  j4nd  let  every  one  that 
ftameth  the  name  of  Chri^  depart  from  iniquity.  Here 
are  the  two  Characters  of  true  Servants  of  God.  The 
firft  invifible,  known  to  Cod  alone  :  the  fecond  is 
vifible,  but  requires  nothing  but  the  good  difoofitions 
of  private  Perfons.  Jefus  Chrift  being  willing  to 
«Jve  a  vifible  mark,  whereby  to  diftinguilK  his  true 
followers  from  other  men,  lays,  Joh.  xiii.35.  ^ythis 
Jhall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  "Difciples,  if  ye  have 
love  one  to  another.  Which  can  never  agree  to  a  per- 
feCHtfe^g  Church,  as  the  Roman  is.  Again,  St.  ^aul 
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i^ves  a  general  defcription  of  the  Condition  of  true 
Chriflians,  id.  Tim.  iii.  12,  jill  that  mil  live  godly  iff 
Chrift  Jefu%y  Jball  fuffer  perjicutfon.  He  gives  like- 
wife  a  defcription  of  falfe  Chriftians,  ver.  19.  Sut 
evil  men  and  feducers  fiall  wax  worfe  and  ivorfe,  de- 
ceiving and  being  deceived.  He  had  given  particular 
marks  of  them  in  the  preceeding  verfes ;  and  among 
the  reft  ver.  6.  Of  this  Jort  are  they  which 

creep  into  houfes,  and  lead'  captive  filly  women  laden 
with  finSy  lea  away  with  divers  lufts.  7.  Ever  learn- 
ing,  and  never  able  to  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth. 
Would  not  any  body  fay  that  the  Apoftle  is  point- 
ing diredly  at  thofe  Confeffors,  who  pretend  to  di- 
rett  the  Confciences  of  the  Ignorant,  and  chiefly  of 
Women,  in  the  Church  of  Rome. 

And  if  the  foregoing  defcription  of  true  Qirifti- 
ans  by  St.  'Paul  is  right,  it  will  follow  necefTarily, 
that  thofe  whom  the  Roman  Church  has  perfecuted 
in  fo  barbarous  a  manner  in  all  Ages,  have  been  the 
true  faithful  followers  of  Chrift:  and  that  the  Church 
of  Rome  which  has  lived  in  the  midft  of  Riches  and 
Pleafures  at  the  time  that  ftie  was  perfecuting  others, 
was  really  prophecy ^d  oi  mtht  Revelation  xvn.  4, 5  A 
under  the  ngure  of  the  woman  that  was  arrayed  in 
purple  and  Jcarlet  colour,  and  decked  with  gold  and 
precious  ftones,  and  pearls,  having  a  golden  cup  in  /fer 
hand,  full  of  abominations  and  fikhinefs  of  her  forni- 
cation, ylnd  upon  her  forehead  had  a  name  written^ 
MTSTERT  !BA7^YL0N  'rUE  GREAT, 
THE  MOTHER  OF  HARLOTS.  ANi) 
ASOMINATIONS  OF  THE  EARTH. 
6.  And  whom  St.  John,  faw  drunken  with  the  bkod 
(f  the  faints,  and  with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of 
Jefus.  Mr.  Seguenot  fays  afterwards,  that  the  Eng^ 
lilh  and  Dutch,  and  Calvanifts,  and  Lutherans  ^c. 
dare  not  apply  to  themfehes  thefe  qualifications  of  uni- 
ty and  true  Chriftianity,  fince  they  are  many  dife- 
i'Mt  bodies,  and  different  minds,  difagreeirig  with  one 
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^mher  ahout  their  Jlrfkks  of  Faith,  But  though 
they  conftitute  different  Congregations  under  ditte- 
rentRegulations ;  this  does  not  hinder  them  from  look- 
ing upon  one  another  as  Members  of  the  one  only 
univerfal  Church  of  Chi  ifl.  We  may  fay  the  fame 
thing  of  the  Papifts,  wliich  he  objed:s  to  the  Pro- 
teflants  ;  They  are  many  bodies  and  many  minds, 
difagreeing  one  with  another  about  the  fame  Doc- 
trines which  divide  Proteftants.  As  for  inftance,the 
■Dovjimcam  and  the  ^efuits,  who  have  the  lame  Con- 
troveriies  betvveen  them  about  Grace,  which  fepa- 
rates  the  Cdvimft^  from  the  u4mimam.  This  does, 
cot  hinder  them  hov^ever  from  acknov;lcdging  on^ 
another  to  be  ^ood  Catholicks.  The  Papifts  have 
even  great  Dilputes  among  themfelvevS,  where  the 
infallible  Authority  of  the  Church  fubfifts  ;  which 
feems  to  be  the  chief  Point  abo*it  which  they  ought 
to  agree.  For  fuppofing  a  vifible  Head  to  be  ne- 
ceffary,  it  will  follow  certainly,  that  all  ouf>;ht  to 
know  where  it  is.  But  this  is  not  the  cafe,  for  the 
greateft  part  of  the  Church  of  Rome  look  upon  the 
^ope  as  infallible,  whereas  the  GalUcan  Church 
does  not  believe  him  to  be  fo,  without  the  confent 
of  a  general  Council.  The  firll  believe  the  'Pope 
^bove  the  Council :  The  laft  the  Council  above  the 
^ope  ;  and  do  not  even  receive  all  Councils  :  And 
particularly  France  has  never  received  the  Decrees 
cf  the  flimous  Council  of  Trent.  I  have  faid  enough 
to  let  you  fee,  that  if  Proteflants  have  not  Unity  a- 
mong  themfelves,  the  Church  of  Rome  has  it  no 
more  than  they. 

Mr.  Segucna  next  fets  about  proving,  that  none  of 
the  Sedls  of  Proteftants  have  any  Religion  becaufe 
tbty  do  not  offer  any  real  Sacrifice  to  God,  as  the  Ro- 
taan  Catholicks  do  every  daytheSody  of  jfefus  Chrifi. 
In  this  he  has  the  misfortune  to  contradidl  St.  ^aul, 
V^hofays,  Heb.  ix.  25.  Nor  yet  that  he  f meaning, 
•Chrifi;  foouli  offer  bimfclf  often^  as  t/je  high  prieft" 
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entreth  into  the  holy  place  every  year  ivitb  the  hlooi 
of  others,  ver.  i6.  (For  then  muft  he  often  have  fuffer^ 
ed  fince  the  founda'fion  of  thcworld)  but  nomo  once  in 
the  end  of  the  "VL  orld,  hath  he  appeared  to  put  away 
fin  by  the  facrifice  of  himflf  ver.  27,  28.  And  as  a 
is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  dlcybiit  after  this  the  iudg- 
mnt :  So  Chrift  n  as  once  ofercd  to  bear  the  fins  of 
many  ;  and  unto  them  that  look  for  him  foall  he  ap^ 
pear  the  fecond  time,  ivithout  fin  unto  Salvation.  Here 
then  is  the  opinion  of  St.  'Paul,  that  Jefus  Chrift 
could  not  offer  himfelf  often,  without  dying  feveral 
times.  And  can  the  meaneft  of  Priefts  do  that  which 
our  Saviour  himfelf  could  not  do  ?  and  which  confe- 
quently  he  did  not  do  when  he  faid  this  is  my 
Body  'y  for  otherwife  he  muft  have  offered  himfelf 
twice,  once  at  that  time,  and  again  at  the  hour  of 
his  Death  ;  which  would  be  a  contradiction  to  St, 
haul's  DoArine.  And  if  Jefus  Chrift  did  not  offer 
a  Sacrifice  when  he  inftituted  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lprd's  Supper,  fhall  a  wretched  Sinner  of  a  Prieft  be 
laid  Ito  do  it  in  following  our  Saviour's  Inftitution  ? 

Besides  we  fee  by  St.^aul  that  after  the  Death 
of  Jefus  Chrift,  he  was  to  be  offered  no  more :  and 
that  thofe  who  pretend  to  do  it,  deferve  to  have  a 
palfage  of  the  lame  Epiftle  applyed  to  them,  Heb. 
vi.  6,  I'hey  crucify  to  themfePves  the  Son  of  God  afrefi, 
4nd  put  him  to  an  open  Jloamc, 

Mr.  Seguenot  after  having  repeated  the  fame  thing 
over  and  over  upon  thefe  two  points,  of  the  Unity 
of  the  Church,  and  the  necellitv  of  a  Sacrifice ;  to 
which  I  have  given  fufRcient  Anfwer,  comes  again  to 
work  upon  your  Affections,  upon  the  moving  occa- 
fion  of  the  Death  of  your  Daughter,  who  he  fays 
dyed  like  a  good  Catholick.  And  what  wonder  is  it 
that  a  Young  Perfon  ftiould  believe  her  felf  in  the 
true  way  of  Salvation,  the'  erroneoufly,  when  ftie 
ha$  n^ver  received  any  Leflbns  upon  the  fubjeA  of 
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Religion,  but  fuch  as  the  Prieib  of  the  Romift 
Church  were  pleafed  to  give  her:  fhe  judged  accord- 
ing to  the  Light  fhe  had  ;  and  if  fhe  was  miibken^ 
it  IS  to  be  hoped  that  the  Lord  will  forgjive  her  on 
account  of  the  falfe  guide,  who  have  hid  the  truth 
from  her  and  taught  ner  falfhoods. 

But  for  fear  that  this  G)nfideration  alone  would 
not  prevail  enough  upon  you ;  He  endeavours  to 
frighten  you  with  the  danger  of  dying  a  Proteftant, 
by  the  example  of  Calvin,  who  he  fays,  repented  on 
his  Death-bed,  of  having  feparated  himfelf  from  the 
Church  of  Rome.  It  is  Varillas  a  Papift  who  gives 
this  out :  ^Beza  a  Reformer,  in  his  Life  of  Calvin  de- 
nies it,  and  Taf^rius  Majfon,  tho*  a  Papift  declares 
himfelf  againft  the  Calumnies  which  solfec  and  o- 
ther  Enemies  of  Calvin  gave  out  againft  him, 

I  perceive  Madam,  that  I  am  quoting  Authors  that 
are  unknown  tb  you  ;  but  yon  may  lay  the  blame 
of  it  upon  Mr.  Seguenot,  who  amufes  you  with  Stories, 
into  the  truth  of  which  you  can  never  examine,  and 
which  for  that  reafon  he  ihould  only  have  mentioned 
as  doubtful  fa6^s. 

He  feems  to  have  thought  himfelf  obliged  like- 
wife  to  attack  the  Chara<5ter  of  Luthery  that  he  may 
blacken  our  two  greateft  Reformers  :  And  as  the 
fame  fable  had  never  been  invented  about  him,  as 
about  Calvin,  that  is,  that  he  repented  his  having 
quitted  the  Church  of  Rome,  Mr.  Seguenot  finds  him- 
felf reduced  to  attack  him  upon  another  topick,  that 
of  his  Marriage  j  upon  which  he  fays  feveral  things 
that  are  very  far  from  being  true.  As  in  the  firft 
place,  that  Luther  took  Catharine  de  Sore  out  o(htt 


She  and  eight  more  Nuns,  left  their  Convent  of  their 
own  accord,  alUfted  in  their  efcape  by  a  Senator 
and  fome  koneft  Citizens  of  the  Town  :  Zuther  was 


This  is  not  true  • 
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not  then  in  that  Country^  which  1$  called  Mfma,uA 
the  Convent  was  in  the  Diocefcof  the  Bilhop  of  AC^ 
fetty  who  was  very  zealous  for  Popery.  Beiidcs»  a& 
ter  her  efcape  out  of  the  G>nvent>  Luther 
would  have  married  her  to  a  DoAor,  named  Oafpar 
ClacBy  to  which  Marriage  flie  exprefled  her  dillifcfr 
to  jimsdorffhifhof  of  Isaumbourgi  which  is  a  plain 
lign  that  Luther  did  not  in  any  wife  get  her  out  of 
her  Convent  with  a  defign  to  make  Tier  his  Wife. 
As  for  what  Mr.  Skuenoi  lays  of  the  Eledor  of  «SaK* 
cny,  as  if  he  blam'd  this  fort  of  Marriages>  I  defy  him 
to  make  that  appear.  He  muft  either  maan  George 
Duke  of  Saxof^,  who  perfecuted  the  Lutherans  ; 
or  he  muft  have  confounded  this  kind  of  Marriages^ 
with  the  Second  Marriage  of  the  Latidgrave  oi  Heffe^ 
which  indeed  he  did  blame.  But  I  would  never 
have  advifed  Mr.  Seguenot  to  fpeak  of  the  Marriage 
of  Luther,  againft  his  vows  of  Chaftity,  when  it  is 
fo  notorious  a  fadk,  that  the  Curates  and  other  Ec- 
cleCafticks,  and  even  the  Prelates  in  France^  fre- 
quently keep  Concubines  or  marry  privately,  which 
afterwards  becomes  publick  by  their  Pofterity.  He 
ought  likewife  to  remember,  that  at  the  Council  of 
7re;;r,the  Ambaflador  bomS  avaria  informed  theCoun" 
cil  that  among  xhtClergy  of  his  Country  fioncuhim  were 
fo  common  a  thing  ;  that  of  a  hundred  you  ivould  not 
find  abofoe  three  or  four  hut  i»hat  had  them,  or  Wives 
ivhom  they  had  married  privately,  and  fome  *of  them 
fuHickly,  It  is  the  famous  Father  Taul  who  lived 
and  died  in  the  Communion  of  the  Church  of  Rome 
that  writes  it. 

Mr.  Seguenot  comes  next  to  fpeak  ill  of  the  Marri- 
age of  our  King  Henry  VIII  with  ^dnne  Soleyn:  He 
has  taken  his  Materials  out  of  Sanders  an  Englifli 
Papift,  who  has  been  Convided  of  grofs  fallhoods  in 
his  book  of  the  Englilh  Schifm,  where  he  gives  out 
that  u4nne  Soleyn  was  thought  to  have  been  iJaughter 
tQHenry  VIII  who  had  an  intrigue  with  her  Mother, 


and  upon  that  account  fent  Sir  7*bomas  Scleyn  Aiifia 
ballacfor  to  France,  that  he  might  be  out  of  the  way. 
But  this  is  a  very  ill  contrived  liory>  for  ^/ine  Sokyn 
vras  born  two  years  before  Heniy         came  to  the' 
Crown,  and  Sir  I'homas  'Bcleyn  was  not  fent  AmbaC- 
fador  to  France  WW  the  Seventh  year  of  his  Reign* 
Belides  it  is  clear  from  Hillory  that  Henrfs  love  to 
^nne  liol&^n  was  not  that  w  hich  made  him  break  his 
JMarriage  with  Catherine  of  Spain.   But  it  was  Scru- 
ples about  his  firll  Marriage  from  the  beginning  of 
It.   For  foon  after  that  Marriage  was  made  in  15031 
Warham  Archbifhop  of  Canferlwyy  a  Roman  Catho- 
iick  fill'd  the  mind  of  Jlcnry  VII  fo  with  fcruples  a- 
bout  it,  that  by  his  order  Prince  Henry  made  a  proteft 
to  declare  it  null,  and  Henry  VII  on  his  death  bed 
conjured  him  to  break  it  otf.    But  after  his  deaths 
the  Council  having  declared  f(^r  his  Marriage,  Henrj^ 
Vni  renewed  it  Publickly,  and  had  feveral  Children 
by  his  Wife,  who  all  dyed  voung,  except  thePrincefs 
Ma?y  in  1524.   Cardinal  JVclfcy  as  Legate  publilhed 
a  Papal  Bull  againfl  thofe  who  had  contracted  Mar- 
riages within  the  forbidden  decrees  of  kindred,  and 
it  was  then  that  the  King  revived  his  former  fcru- 
ples, for  in  the  Year  1 5  3 1  he  allured  Gryncus  as  thii 
laft  writes  to  Sucer,  that  he  had  then  for  7  years  ab- 
ilained  from  the  Queen  upon  fcruples  of  Confcience. 
And  that  which  made  his  fcruples  become  Publick 
^as  the  obje<flions  which  the  Ambafl'adors  of  Frame 
rtiade  to  the  Legitimacy  of  the  Princefs  Mary  in  u4prit 
J  5 27.  Henry  lent  Cardinal  Wolfey^'mto  France  in 

gwe.  1527.  to  Solicit  a  Marriage  for  him  with  the 
utchefs  of  Menfon ;  and  it  was  not  till  September 
1527,  that  the  King*s  Affedion  to  Anne  Sokyn  was 
obfer\'ed,  upon  the  Cardinals  being  fent  to  Lord 
^iercy  who  then  courted  her  in  Marriage>  to  advifo 
him  to  fee  her  i\o  more. 

I  have  told  you  this  piece  of  Hyftory  at  length, 
t^hi^h  can  h%  jiiftifyed  by  the  beft  Memoirs  of  that 


lime,  that  you  might  fee  with  v/hm  pain^  the  Ba- 
pifts  ifilguile  the  truth,  to  impofe  upon  their  People, 
ft  is  maeed  true  ejiough  thaf  He;try  Vtlf.  did  not 
Jinilh  the  Reformation,  and  that  he  exercifed  Cruel- 
ties againft  the  Reformed  as  well  as  tl^e  Papif!s. 
But  nothing  can  be  falfer  than  the  fable  of  his  re- 
turning to  the  Church  of  Rome  at  the  hour  of  his 
Death.  This  is  another  of  Sanders  fables,  which. 
contradiAs  it  felf ;  for  Sanders  fays  it  was  Gardinen 
Bilhop  of  Winchefter,  that  perfwaded  him  to  return  to 
that  Church.  But  this  cannot  be  credited  at  all, 
fince  Gardiner  would  not  have  fail'd  to  have  brag'c^ 
of  it  in  Queen  ^lary*s  Reigp,  who  was  a  Papill ; 
which  however  he  never  did. 

But  certainly  it  carries  a  fhange  aflurance  with 
it,  for  a  Papift  to  hunt  after  matter  wherewithal  to 
ftain  the  reputation  of  our  firft  Reformers,  when  it 
is  fo  eafy,  to  turn  the  Tables  upon  them,  bv  remind- 
ing them  of  the  infamous  Lives  of  fo  many  of  their 
^opes :  I  will  not  do  like  Mr.  Seguenot,  who  takes 
all  his  Calumnies  againft  us  out  of  Authors  that 
were  profefi'd  Enemies  to  our  Caufe.  But  I  will 
confine  my  felf  for  proof  of  the  Scandalous  iives  of 
^opes,  to  what  their  Friends  fay  of  them,  and  parti- 
cularly Cardinal  SaroniuSy  one  of  the  chief  Champi- 
ons of  the  Church  of  Rom. 

He  calls  thefe  three  Popes  T(enediH  IX.  Silvefter 
ni.  and  John  XIX.  a  triple  Seafi  come  out  of  Helk 
And  fpeaking  of  Steppen  VII.  he  crys  out,  O  foam  ; 
d,forrow !  How  many  Monfters  have  been  thruft  into 
the  ApoftoUcal  Seat  ?  What  mifchicfs  have  they  nof 
done  ?  Pf^hat  tragedies  have  they  not  aSed  ?  fFhaP- 
fikhinefs  have  they  not  thrown  upomthe  Spoufe  with- 
out fpot  ?  jdnd  with  what  flhk  have  they  not  defUeS 
tier  ?  And  have  they  not  covered  her  with  infamf 
that  will  never  be  wiped  qffl  And  fpeaking  of  the 
IX.  Century,  he  fays.  This  Century  was  deplorable 
and  fatal  to  the  Church  ^  Rom,  becanfe  all  thojh 
D  whofi 


m:hofe  hujinefs  it%oa$  to  'xatch  were  nfkepy  and  evcH 
did  all  they  ^uld  to  Jinl^  the  Jpofiolical  ho<tt  utfkr  the 
"vcavcs  And  in  another  place,  Hoiv  frightful  'was 
the  face  of  the  Holy  Roman  Church,  during  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  mofi  i^amus  Curtczans,  'xho  diffofed 
cf  'Popedoms  at  their  pleafure,  named  the  Sifiops,  and 
Kihich  ^jcas  mojl  horrible  and  vile,  placed  their  o*ivff 
Zovers  upon  ^,  Peters  Chair,  I  will  quote  but  one 
Author  more,  and  that  a  Popifli  one,  Genebrard 
Archhipop  of  u4ix.  7* here  ivas  fays  he,  for  above  a 
hundred  and  fifty  Tears  or  thereabouts.  Fifty  Q^opes  of 
fo  abandoned  Lives  that  they  deferjved  the  Name  cf  A- 
folates  better  than  Apoftclical. 

Is  not  Mr.  Seguenot's  vifihle  head  of  the  Church 
painted  in  *iine  colours  by  his  own  adorers  ?  And 
how  let  him  tell  us  his  lame  Stories  of  our  Refor- 
mtrs,  as*he  cannot  help  doing  about  Zuinglius,  who 
he  lays  dyed  at  the  Head  of  an  Army  \  and  there- 
upon he  crys  out,  mcere  the  Apofiles  ever  feen  marching 
at  the  head  of  Armies  to  plant  and  fettle  the  Gofpel  ? 
Surely  one  mufl  have  a  good  deal  of  Patience  to 
fuffer  fuch  a  Renroach  from  the  mouth  of  a  Papill. 
What  ?  is  Mr.  ieguenot  fo  ignorant  that  he  does  not 
know  that  the  Church  of  Rome  owes  her  Empire  to 
nothing  but  Fire  and  Sword,  with  which  fhe  has  fil- 
led the  VVorld.  What  elfe  were  thofe  Crufadoes 
againll  the  Turks  and  againll  the  poor  Vaudois  and 
Albigeios  }   What  were  the  Religious  Wars  forthefe 

o  laft  Centuries,  when  Charles  V.  Emperor,  ^hi^ 
lip  If.  King  of  Spain,  Ferdinand  II.  &  111.  Emperors, 
and  lafl  of  all  Zeivis  XIV.  ufedall  theirs  efforts  to  ex- 
tirpate the  Reformation  ?  Are  there  not  numbers 
of  living  WitnefTes  of  the  Converfions  that  were  at-, 
tempted  to  be  made  by* Dragooning  ?  And  for  all 
this  Mr.  ScgucnoT  has  the  allurance  to  talk  of  the  man- 
ner ill  which  Zuinfjius  dyed  in  the  Field  of  Battel ; 
which  befldes  he  did  in.  the  dtfence  of  his  Country; 
fur  the  Romar  Catholick  Cantons  had  fent  an  Ar- 
my

itty  to  invade  the  Lands  of  the  Qnton  ©f  9if0,  ^ibi 
were  Prote/fants  when  that  Battel  happened. 

Mr.  Segucmt  comes  again  to  his  endeavours  t» 
foften  you  with  fweet  words,  thinking  he  had  eivea 
reafons  enough.   But  remember  what  Jefus  Chrift 
fays.  Math.  vii.  15.  Seware  of  falfe  ^ropbett  wbieif 
come  to  you  in  Jbeeps  chsMngy  but  inwardty  tbey  am 
ravening  n  ohes.  vcr.  16.  Te  jh^U  know  them  by  their 
fruits.   This  is  the  method  of  the  Church  of  Rom 
to  draw  back  thofe  that  are  cfcaped  from  them,  by 
flattery ;  and  to  treat  them  with  feverity  when  thejr 
have  got  them  into  their  power.   This  was  the  way. 
they  ilfid  the  famous  j4ntonio  de  2>ominis  ArchbiOiO|^ 
of  Spalatro  who  fled  into  England,  and  abjured  the 
Errors  of  Popery.    The  Court  of  Rome  made  him  a 
thoufand  promilcs  to  engage  him  to  return,  -which  he 
did  at  laft,  upon  fome  difcontent  which*  he  met  widt 
in  England  .  but  he  was  deceived  in  liis  hopes,  for 
they  immediately  clap'd  him  up  in  the  Inqui/Itk)n^ 
where  he  ended  his  life.   And  this  is  the  manner  of 
thofe  'whofe^  mercies  are  cruel,  according  to  Sohmo/f, 
Prov.  xii.  10. 

He  afterwards  repeats  again  without  method,  what 
he  had  faid  before,  and  what  I  have  fufficiently  anf- 
wered,  for  as  to  the  Text  which  he  lays  fuch  /treft 
upon,  7'hou  art  ^eter,  and  upon  this  Rock  I  will 
build  my  Church  :  it  proves  nothing  but  that  St.^P^- 
ter  was  one  of  thofe  twelve  Rocks  or  Stones  upon 
which  the  Church  was  to  be  founded.   According  to 
what  w  e  find  in  the  JievelatioM,  where  St.  ^ohn  calls 
the  Church  in  its  Triumphant  State  the  Heavenly  Je- 
rufalem,  of  which  he  fays^  Rev.  xxi.14.  Andthe*wall 
of  the  City  had  tnvelve  Inundations,  and  in  them  the 
names  of  the  .fjcelve  Jpofiles  of  the  Lamb. 

And  now  to  deftroy  his  Whole  Scheme  at  once  k  is 
enough  to  fajp,  That  it  was  Luther  and  Calvin  and 
Zuinglius,  that  brought  us  back  into  the  right  path^

reviving  theDoArine  of  Jefus  Chrift  and  the  Apot 
ues, which  the  Papifts  had  corrupted  and  changed,  fo 
that  it  was  no  longer  the  Religion  of  Chrift,  but  of 
Anti-Chrift  which  they  taught. 

He  attempts  once  more  towards  the  clofe,  to  gain 
you  by  flattery,  and  to  perfwade  you  by  your  temporal 
jntereft,  as  well  as  your  fpiritual,  to  come,  and  your 
Husband  along  with  you,  and  live  in  Canada.  He 
offers  him  Lands  to  live  upon,  or  work  enough  if  he 
has  a  Trade.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Mx.Seguenot  does 
this  out  of  ignorance.  But  torPerfons  that  Know  what 
it  is  to  live  in  a  free  Countnr,  to  go,  and  throw  them- 
felves  headlong  into  the  Clutches  of  an  abfolute 
Government ;  it  cannot  be  imagined  that  they  can 
do  fuch  a  thing,  unlefs  they  have  loft  their  Senfes. 

To  make  an  end  then  of  this  lone  Letter,  I  will 
only  add,  that  it  is  written  by  a  Perlon  unknown  to 
you,  but  who  willies  you  well,  and  that  you  may  fend 
it  to  Canada^  to  whom  you  pleafe  that  they  may 
Aikfwer  it ;  and  that  fo  you  may  fee  what  will  oe  faid 
on  both  fides,  and  that  after  you  have  carefully  exa- 
mined both  fides  of  the  Queftion,  you  may  be  able  to 
fix  on  what  is  beft  for  the  Happinefs  of  your  Life,and 
the  Salvation  of  your  Soul  i  which  is  the  hearty  de-^
